How the Irving Liquor Distrib- 


uting Co., a prosperous wholesale 
liquor firm doing an annual gross 
business of $1,500,000, was forced 
into bankruptcy by the manipula- 
tion of its tangled financial af- 
fairs and by the embezzlement of 
more than $40,000 by two of its em- 
ployes was bitterly described today 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
Irving Schmuckler, president of 
the company. .. 

ape One: ‘of the employes who took 
company funds, Schmuckler ‘said, 
was Alexander Ginsberg, who had 
previously served part of a three- 
year penitentiary sentence for the 
embezzlement of $46,467 from the 
brokerage firm of I. M. Simon & 
Co. in 1931. 

Ginsberg was one of the em- 
ployes whom Schmuckler “inher- 
ited” when he bought out the 
wholesale liquor firm of Brown- 
Owen, Inc., at a wash sale in 1935. 
Principal stockholder of Brown- 
Owen, Inc., was William Molasky, 
now serving an 18-month sentence 
for Federal income tax evasion. 

e provided most of the money 

ith which Schmuckler bought out 
Brown-Owen. 

Complaint to Molasky. 

When Schmuckler’' discovered 
Ginsberg’s previous record, he 
said, he made a complaint to Mo- 
lasky, but Molasky insisted that 
Ginsberg be kept on as sales man- 
ager. 

Following Molasky’s insistence 
that Ginsberg be retained, a short- 
age of $20,000 was discovered in 
Ginsberg’s accounts in the spring 
of 1938, Schmuckler said. More 
than $10,000 of the shortage oc- 
curred in one week. 

Schmuckler fired Ginsberg, but 
Molasky barred any prosecution, 
he said, and all that the company 
ever got back was a $10,000 note 


from Ginsberg which, for whatever: 


it is worth, is now part of the com- 
pany’s assets. 
Second Shortage. 

The other employe who was 
‘short in his accounts was also “in- 
herited” by Schmuckler from. 
Brown-Owen. Schmuckler testified 
in Bankrupcy Court yesterday that 
this shortage was also $20,000, but 
he told the reporter later that the 
actual loss to the company in the 
employe’s accounts was closer to 
$30,000. 

This shortage was discovered 
about six months after Ginsberg’s, 
Schmuckler said, but Molasky 
again barred prosecution. No set- 
tlement of this shortage was ever 
made, Schmuckler added. 

But the Irving company could

: Average Service Expected 


to Total About 18 
Months Unless Interna- 
tional Situation Upsets 
Plans. 


WASHINGTON, «-\ug. 19 (AP). 
~The War Department said today 
it anticipated that National 
Guardsmen and selectees would 
be released from duty “after an 
average of about 18 months total 
active service,” unless the inter- 
national situation interfered. 

This would b~ the expected av- 
erage, it said, for those not re- 
leased earlier because they fell 
into categories permitting it. 


New legislation permits holding | 


the men as long ac 30 months but 
the department said it hoped it 
would not be necessary t. keep 
for the maximum term any indi- 
vidual now in training. 

Approximately 200,000 men will 
be due for release from active 
service this year, the department 
said, and in order that they may 
reach their homes before the 
Christmas holidays, their release 
will be accomplished prior to Dec. 
10. 

The department announced three 
priorities which would govern the 
release of guardsmen and selec- 
tees. Given first priority were de- 
pendency and hardship cases. In 
second place were placed men 28 
years old or more on July 1, 1941. 
They would be released regardless 
of their length of service, but in 
the order in which their service 
began. Married men who desire 
discharge at the end of the orig- 
inally set 12 months’ service were 
accorded third priority. , 


Most Will Be Retained. 


President Roosevelt ig empow- 
ered to extend the service of the 
army rank and file by 18 months 
under new legislation, and most 
of. those in uniform can expect to 
serve well past the original 12 
months. The legislation also au- 
thorized release from service of 
some of the men. . 

Enlisted men of the regular army 
whose three-year term of service 
expires prior to Dec, 31 this year 
will Be discharged unless they de- 
sire to re-enlist and are qualified to 
do -0. 

Some time ago, instructions were 
issued that soldiers in the regular 
army would not be allowed to re- 
enlist unless they were non-com- 
missioned officers or had demon- 
strated an ability which would 
warrant their appointment as non- 
commissioned officers or unless 
they had specialist training. The 
same standard is to be applied to 
men who are 28 years old or older, 
the announcement said, whether 
they are selectees or National 
Guardsmen. It was said this pro- 
cedure would result in “steady im- 
provement in the quality of the 
soldier on active duty.” 


Releases at Uniform Rate. 


Asserting that releases would be 
made at approximately a uniform 
rate so as not to disrupt the effi- 
ciency of units, the army said that 
except for dependency, hardship or 
other emergency cases, men would 
nof be released while their units 
were engaged in maneuvers or 
other special training exercises. 

The War Department explained 
further: 

“Those enlisted men who are 
eligible for release and who desire 
to remain on active duty beyond 
the period of 12 months may do 
so, either by enlisting in the regu- 
lar army for a period of three 
years or by extending. on théir 
own request their term of active 
service to the total of 30 months 
now authorized by law,” 

At another point, the announce- 
ment said it was hoped that it 
would not be necessary to hold in 
service for the full permissible 
term any individual now in train- 
ing. 

Officials said the men eligible 
for release would be required to 
make personal application for dis- 
charge to their commanding offi- 
cers, in most cases the company 
commander.

Eskimos’ Trial for Religious Feud 
Killing to Be in Hudson Bay Isle Tent 


BELCHER ISLANDS, Hudson 
Bay, Canada, Aug. 19 (AP).—One 
of the strangest murder trials in 
Canadian juridical history will 
open tomorrow on these barren 
islands in Hudson Bay. Seven Es- 
kimos, charged with the murder 
of nine of their own race in a re- 
ligious quarrel, will stand trial in 
a tent courthouse. Two of the 
accused are women. Four of the 
nine who died were children. 

The judicial party, headed by 
Justice C. P. Plaxton of the On- 
tario Supreme Court, reached the 
area’s fur trading post today after 
a 13-day journey by schooner from 


Moose Factory, Ontario.

About 50 Eskimos; representing 
one-third of the islands’ population, 
smilingly greeted the party on its 
arrival, and among them were 
those whose lives are at stake in 
the trial. Most of the Eskimos 
killed were women and children, 
who were driven out into the cold 
last February and left to die of ex- 
posure,

datory for a judge to sentence to 
death by hanging persons convict- 
ed of murder.

Clark of Missouri Declares 
That the British Press 


Appears to Believe There 
Were. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 


nia, told the Senate today that 
President Roosevelt’s joint state- 
ment with Prime Minister Church- 
ill of British-American peace aims 
constituted “an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance between Great 
Britain and the United States.” 

Johnson made this statement in 
a stormy debate precipitated by a 
denial by Senator Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, the Democratic leader, that 
the possibility of sending an Amer- 
ican expeditionary force to help 
Britain invade Europe had been 
“discussed, intimated or even hint- 
ed at” at a conference between the 
President and congressional lead- 
ers yesterday. 

Under questioning by Senator 
Vandenberg ‘(Rep.), Michigan, 
Barkley said that, so far as he 


‘knew, no commitments involving 


the United States had been made 
at the conference between the 
President and Churchill at sea last 
week. 

Johnson Dissents. 

Johnson interrupted to assert 
that he took issue with the state- 
ment. 

“It is as plain as the nose on a 
man’s face,” the Californian said, 
that the sixth point of the Roose- 
velt-Churchill statement, expres- 
sing the hope that peace and lib- 
erty might be maintained in the 
world after the destruction of 
Nazism, involved a commitment 
that might take this country into 
war. 

That, he said, created an “of- 
fensive and defensive alliance” be- 
tween the two countries. 

“If you agree in a written in- 
strument with a belligerent to ex- 
press a hope of that character,” 
Johnson shouted, shaking his fin- 
ger at Barkley, “you have got to 
do what is necessary to back it up 
and you will have to take the force 
of the United States and take it 
into war.” 

Barkley said he itpenceed: 


Charge by Clark. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
asserted that the British press ap- 
peared to believe that definite com- 
mitments had been made on the 
part of the United States “for al- 
most immediate entry of the 
United States into the war.” 

“If any commitment were mate 
upon a British battleship in the 
zone of war, then the President of 
the United States exceeded his con- 
stitutional authority,” Clark said. 

(One of the meetings between 
the President and Churchill was 
held on the British battleship 
Prince of Wales.) 

“T think it should be made 
known at this time to the entire

Russians Fighting Hitler’s 
Forces Stubbornly After 
Giving Up Rail Town— 
Fierce Battles Also on 
Other Major Fronts. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 19 (AP). — The 
Red army, holding positions to 
which it had dropped back in the 
last several days, fought stubborn- 
ly today against a continuing Ger- 
man offensive stretching from the 
Lake Peipus region in the north 
to Odessa on the Black Sea in the 
south. 

Announcement last night of the 
abandoment of Kingisepp, rail 
town southwest of Leningrad, in 


the northern sector, fdllowed on 
strategic retreats from Smolensk, 
on the central front, and Nikolaev, 


in the Ukraine or Southern sec- 
tor. 

The new line appeared "to be 
firmly held under the Soviet com- 
mand’s tactics of keeping the Red 
army intact to ‘inflict the heavi- 
est possible losses on the invaders. 

Today's communique, without 
listing positions, said only that 
battles continued overnight along 
the entire front. 

Nazia*Move Nearer Leningrad. 

Soviet and German armies were 
reported, however, to be battling 
within 75 miles of Leningrad, Rus- 
sia’s second largest city and most 
important naval base, after the 
withdrawal from Kingisepp. 

Abandonment of Kingisepp, in- 
side Russia proper near the old 
Estonian border on the Tallinn- 
Y sningrad railway, indicated the 
Germans were making fresh ef- 
forts to advance toward the for- 
mer capital of h. Czars. Action 
appeared to be heaviest on the 
nsrthwest front and in the south- 
western zone defended by the 
units of Marsha’ Semeon Budyen- 
ny. 

Marshal Semeon Timoshenko’s 
forces, assigned to the central 
front which defends Moscow, 
have been holding firmly and coun- 
terattacking for days. 


Russian Night Attacks. 


Soviet sources said Russian 
night counterattacks were harass- 
ing the Germans as they sought 
rest from day-long thrusts. 

A’ dispatch in the newspaper 
Izvestia said a Russian cavalry 
regiment routed two battalions of 
Nazi SS troops (Schutzstaffel or 
Storm Troops), and drove them 
back 10 miles in such a nocturnal 
assault. The horsemen, dismount- 
ing for battle, wore white arm 
bands to distinguish themselves 
from the Germans in the dark. 

The Red army’s withdrawal 
from Kingisepp was announced by 
a Moscow war bulletin, which said 
the Russians fought stubbornly 
against the Nazi onslaught. 

(The Germans made no imme- 
diate claim of capturing Kingi- 
sepp, but the Berlin radio said last 
night that Nazi forces advancing 
around both sides of Lake Peipus 
c.i the Estonian frontier had 
joined at Narva, 15 miles west of 
Kingisepp.,The Finns declared last 
night their forces driving down 
the west shore of Lake Ladoga 
had captured Kurkijoki, 95 miles 
north of Léningrad., 

(Recent Russian communiques 
on operations in the Leningrad 
sector have referred to fighting 
in the Kakisalmi area, at the top 
of the Karelian Isthmus, 75 miles 
north of Leningrad.) 


Naval Action in Baltic. 


Moscow’s midnight communique 
credited Russian torpedo boats and 
bombers with sinking a German 
submarine and two transports in 
the Baltic. 

The capital had another air raid 
during the night. Official -ac- 
counts said damage was insignifi- 
cant, although some explosives and 
fire bombs were dropped on the 
city by the single raider reported 
to have broken through anti-air- 
craft and night fighter defenses. 

The Soviet Bureau of Informa- 
tion continued to report wide- 
‘spread operations behind the Ger- 
man lines by Russian guerrillas 
and “lost battaliona” of the Red 
army fighting their way one by one 
out of encirclement.

Labor Complaints, Reports 
of Dilatory Tactics by 
Management Made in In- 
quiry Here. 


Charges of shakedowns by union 
labor» officers in connection -with 
employment on defense projects 
in the. St. Louis area and reports 
of dilatory tactics of management 
in certain defense industries were 
heard today by investigators for 
the Truman Senate Committee who 
are conducting a fact-finding in- 
quiry into the conduct and prog- 
ress of the defense program here. 

An announcement of the gen- 
eral direction so far of the investi- 
gation, which. opened yesterday, 


was made at the end of today’s 
session by William J. Boyle, com- 
mittee counsel. The other inves- 
tigators are Harry Vaughan, secre- 
tary to Senator Harry 8S. Truman 
(Dem.), Missouri, chairman of the 
committee, and Matthew J. Gon- 
nelly, chief investigator. Closed 
hearings, held in Room 425 of ‘the 
Federal Building, will continue 
through the week. 
Inquiry Into Fees. 

Boyle said specific charges of 
shakedowns had been made before 
the committee, which would make 
a particular investigation of union 
initiation fees. He said complaints 
had been made that workers, after 
making weekly installment pay- 
ments on initiation fees, had been 
fired as soon as the fees were paid 
in full. 

Union leaders interviewed pro- 
duced on request the books of their 
organizations for inspection, Boyle 
said. He added that union offi- 
cers would be asked to prepare 
breakdowns of receipts to show 
particularly payments of initiation 
fees and the names of persons pay- 
ing them. 

The interest of the. investigators

22 DEAD IN AIR FERRY CRASH 


ARE BURIED IN COMMON GRAVE 


SOMEWHERE IN BRITAIN, 
Aug. 19 (AP).—Eleven Americans 
of the trans-Atlantic bomber ferry 
service and 11 others killed Thurs- 
day in the crash of a plane taking 
off for North America were buried 
in a common grave today. 

The victims, among them Brit- 
ain’s biggest arms buyer, Arthur 
B. Purvis, a Canadian who headed 
a commission controlling allied 
purchases in the United States, 
were buried in oak caskets, each 
bearing a plain brass nameplate. 


ICE GREAM-EATING ARMY 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP).—A 
group of investigators announced 
today that Uncle Sam’s soldiers 
eat 50 per cent more ice cream 
per man than other Americans. 
The investigators were pleased — 
they were represertatives of the 
Ice Cream Trade Journal. 

Checking 565,000 men in camp 
for a month, they found that 107,- 
000 gallons of ice cream had been 
served in mess halls, and the sol- 
diers bought 103,000 gallons more 
for an annual rate of 3.80 gallons 
per man. The national] average is 
2% gallons a year.

GERMANS REPORT 
EIGHT UNFINISHED 
WARSHIPS SEIZED 
AT NIKOLAEY BASE 


35,000-Ton Battleship 
Left on Ways by Reds, 
Berlin Says — 77,000 
More Prisoners Declared 
to Have Been Captured. 


‘BERLIN, Aug. 19 (AP) —Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters announced 
today a German attack had been 
started on Odessa and that in gen- 
eral all of the Southern Ukraine 
west of the Dnieper River had 
been occupied by the Nazis and 
allied forces. The German com- 
munique acknowledged that “small 
individual” bridgeheads on the 
lower Dnieper still were held by 
the Russians. 

German sources predicted Odes- 
sa would fall to German troops 
and dive-bombers in a matter of 
days if not hours. 

A special communique, which 
was repeated by the war report 
from Hitler's htadquarters an- 
nounced capture of a 35,000-ton 
battleship, a 10,000-ton cruiser, 
four destroyers and two subma- 
rines—all under construction at 
the Black Sea shipbuilding center 
of Nikolaev, which fell to Ger- 
man troops Sunday. 


Gunboat Reported Sunk. 

.« Rugsia’s..Black Sea naval units 
in service were estimated by in- 
formed sources last Saturday at 
one battleship, one airplane car- 
rier, a heavy cruiser, three light 


cruisers, two torpedo-carrying 
cruisers, five destroyers and 30 
submarines. 


Of the active units, the com- 
munique said that one gunboat 
was sunk and another was severe- 
ly damaged in the Nikolaev action. 
It also reported the capture of a 
floating dock laden with railway 
engines.” 

(The German report that the 
battleship captured was under con- 
struction is confirmed by the au- 
thoritative naval publication, 
Jane’s Fighting Ships. It reports 
that keel of a 35,000 to 40,000-ton 
battleship was laid at Nikolaev re- 
cently, in addition to three of the 
same size being built elsewhere.) 


‘Dnieper as a Defense Line. 
With the fall of Odessa taken as 
a foregone conclusion in German 
quarters, German strategy appar- 
ently is aimed to prevent the Rus- 
sians from building a new defense 
line. 

Military observers here began 
speaking of the “possibility and 
comparative ease” with which 
German and allied forces could 
create bridgeheads on the eastern 
bank of the Dnieper. A German 
commentator said that the Dnieper 
bank on the German side was 
steep and the other flat, giving 
Nazi contingents a commanding 
position.

Government Reported 
Ready to Take Over 


Plant if Appeal for 
‘Agreement to Proposal 
Is Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Reports spread today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has appealed to the 
Federal Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Co. to accept recommenda- 
tions of the National Mediation 
Board and bring an end to the 
strike which for 12 days has held 
up $493,000,000 in constructipn 
work at the firm’s Kearny (N. J.) 


yard. 

In the event the appeal is re 
jected, said the authoritative 
sources from which the reports 
came, the Government is prepared 
to take over and operate the yard, 
which holds contracts for a num- 
ber of navy vessels. 

The CIO union, whose strike call 
made 16,000 workers idle, insists 
the company accept the Mediation 


Board’s recommendations for a 
union maintenance clause in the 
working contract. Such a clause 
would provide that all union mem- 
bers, or workers who join the 
union in the future, would have to 
remain in good union standing as 
a condition of employment. 

L. H. Korndorff, president of the 
company, offered to turn the yard 
over to the navy rather than ac- 
cept such a clause which he termed 
“a closed shop.” 


Clash at Steel Plant. 


About 20 were injured in clashes 
during the night at Bethlehem 
Steel’s Sparrows Point plant near 
Baltimore. However, day shift 
workers went on duty today with- 
out incident after the brief “pro- 
test work stoppage.” 

Nicholas Fontecchio, district di- 
rector of the Steel Workers’ Or- 
ganizing Committee, CIO, said the 
stoppage was called in protest 
against “various kinds of intimida- 
tion and threats to union men by 
sub-bosses and company police.” 

No official statement was avail- 
able from the company. 

Eight men were arrested and 
company police and workmen were 
injured in clashes after union men 
threw up picket lines shortly be- 
fore midnight. Windows of a doz 
en automobiles were broken. Com- 
pany police saia4 some attempts 
had been made to pull workers 
from their cars. 

This morning, however, a union 
sound truck at the entrance to the 
mills urged union men to return 
to work. 


Show of Strength. 


Fontecchio said the “protest was 
only to show the company the 
strength of the union and to bring 
this matter to the attention of 
company offiicals.” 

Three of the men arrested were 
charged with inciting to riot and 
three others with trespassing; one 
was accused of rioting and another 
with interfering with an officer. 

The pickets at first spread an 
American flag across the entrance 
gate to prevent workers at one 
mill from entering. When the 
workers in automobiles approached 
the gate and saw the flag, they 
backed away. State police said 
about 200 cars blocked the roads. 

Some workmen tried to reach the 
plant by detours and the disorders 
began, 


FREED BRITISH OFFICERS TELL 
OF BEING CHEERED IN FRANCE 


Syrian War Prisoners Released 
From Vichy Prison Return to 
Cairo. 


CAIRO, Aug. 19 (AP).—British 
officers captured in Syria and re- 
leased by the Vichy French from 
Toulon military prison under 
terms of the armistice returned to 
Cairo today with stories of cheer- 
ing demonstrations by the people 
of the occupied zone. 

Lieut. Col. L. B. Jones, one of 
the 28 officers, said the French 
shouted from passing trains, 
“cheer up, you'll win,” as they 
recognized the prisoners, and that 
at Dijon station, a girl ran beside 
the train waving a handkerchief 
embroidered with the Union Jack. 

On the trip to Toulon from Salo- 
nika, Jones asserted, he saw not 
a single sheep, cow or goat in the 
fields until his train entered un- 
occupied France.

Hold U. S. to ‘Past Promise’ — Grew 


Officials. 


TOKYO, Aug. 19 (AP).—United 
States Ambassador Joseph C. Grew 
said today that for a considerable 
period of time he had been “talk- 


ing with the Japanese Government 
about restrictions on Americans 
leaving Japan and other problems 
related to United States citizens.” 
Grew’s statement came as Koh 
Ishii, cabinet information bureau 
spokesman, denied that the Jap- 
anese Government intends to hold 
Americans as hostages. 

Britons, it was learned today, 
are having the same difficulty as 
Americans in leaving the country. 
Commenting on Secretary of 
State Hull’s statement that the 
Japanese had not given a satisfac- 


ure to let about 100 United States 
citizens leave Japan aboard the 
liner President Coolidge, Ishii said 
the problem of permitting the 
Americans to leave the country 
hinged on “other inconveniences” : 
in Japanese-American relations. 

Alludes to “Promise.” 
At first, he said, the United 
States Embassy had asked for per- 
mission to send home 22 officials 
aboard the President Coolidge, and 
the Japanese agreed. Later, how- 
ever, the Embassy asked that a 
greater number of Americans be 
permitted to leave Japan on the 
same ship, he said. 
“This was contrary to a past 
promise,” Ishii said. “We could 
not accept, The Coolidge question 
is only one of principle in keeping 
promises.” 
At the same time a_ reliable 
source reported six United States 
Embassy officials had been per- 
mitted to go to Shanghai from 
where they might arrange trans- 
portation to the United States. 
Ishii declined to elaborate on 
what problems were related to the 
departure of Americans and other 
aliens, but intimated they were not 
trade, political or other interna- 
tional issues. 

Restrictions on Aliens. 
It was pointed out that new 
Home Office restrictions on for- 
eigners’ entry and residence, issued 
Aug. 15, applied. to all aliens re- 
gardiess of nationality and these 
were compared with similar lezgis- 
lation of other countries, includ- 
ing United States laws effective 
Sept. 1.

Japan could not remain indiffer- 
ent to the shipment of munitions 
by the United States to Soviet Rus- 
sia by way of Vladivostok.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
The United States promised Brit- 
ain faster aerial aid in the Middle 
East today by establishing a South 
Atlantic ferry service to shuttle 
American warplanes to West Af- 
rica and thence to the front. 

President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment that the service was being 
established was immediately given 
two interpretations: 

It represented an advance niove 
to neutralize the value of the 
French base of Dakar if it should 


fall into German control, and 

It foreshadowed a revival of ma- 
jor activity in the now generally 
quiet Mediterranean theater of 
war. f 

The White House announcement 
stressed the value of the new ferry 
system, asserting that “the impor- 
tance of this line of communica- 
tion between our country and stra- 
tegic outposts in Africa cannot be 
overestimated.” 

Under tife agreement concluded, 
Roosevelt said, Pan American Air- 
ways would ferry the planes from 
the United States to. West Africa 
and then to the Middle East. 


Transport Service, 


To supplement the ferry service, 
Roosevelt disclosed, Pan American 
is establishing a transport service 
covering the same routes. This 
will carry spare aircraft parts or 
other essential items and will be 
used for returning ferry personnel 
and for general commercial use 
between the United States and 
Africa. 

The exact routes were not speci- 
fied, but it was said they will not 
pass through any zone of actual 
warfare. 

Both Freetowr, in British Sierra 
Leone, and Bathurst, in British 
Gambia, were mentioned unofficial- 
ly as likely West African terminals 
for the South Atlantic service. The 
British are reported to have im- 
proved their air facilities at both 
places, 


Bases in Brazil. 


Bombers might be flown from 
Trinidad or some other nearby 
United States base, but shorter- 
range warplanes would require a 
closer hop-off point, preferably on 
the bulge of Brazil. In. this con- 
nection, congressional sources only 
recently reported that negotiations 
are in progress with Brazil for use 
of bases in that section. 

From Trinidad to Freetown the 
distance is slightly more than 3000 
miles. The use of Bathurst as a 
terminus would make the trip sev- 
eral hundred miles shorter. From 
the bulge of Brazil the run to 
either point would be about 1700 
miles. 

Bathurst is about 100 miles south 
of Dakar and Freetown is 500 miles 
south of the French base. Military 
men are of the opinion that a 
strong air force based within strik- 
ing range of Dakar could sharply 
reduce the effectiveness of the 
base for naval cperations if Ger- 
many should succeed in obtaining 
its use from tne Vichy Govern- 
ment, 

For the present, however, indi- 
cations were that the ferried planes 
would be destined for operations 
in North Africa and perhaps Asia 
Minor. A considerable number of

CHINESE WAR CASUALTIES 
ESTIMATED AT 3,300,000 


Medical Officer Returning to U. S. 
Says Head, Abdomen Wounds

SAN FRANCISCO, Ang. 19 (AP). 
—Alfred Kohiberg of New York, a 
director of the American Bureau 
for Medical Aid to China. said to- 
day that Chinese army casualties 
since the beginning of the war 
have been estimated at 3,300,000 
dead and wounded. 

“The Japanese army is making 
no new advances, but is stalled 
along an indefinite 2000-mile front,” 
he said on his return by Clipper. 
“China feels that it can hold out 
indefinitely.” 

The Chinese army is composed 
of 3,000,000 fighting men and 5,-

Assets Shrank in 12 Years 


W. T. Ancell Says Knights of Pythias, Negro 
Group, Had More Than $130,000 in 1929 
Only $8000 Now. 


W. T. Ancell, who for 28 years 
up to last May had a full time job 
at $100 a month as Grand Keeper 
of Records anc Seal. of the Grand 
Lodge, Knights of Pythias of Mis- 
souri, Negro fraternal and insur- 
ance organization; took time off 
from his present job in the store 
room a. Homer Philips Hospital 
tocay to tell: a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the story of the lodge’s fi- 
nancial collapse which has cul- 
minated in preliminary’ action by 
the State Insurance Department 
to revoke the organization’s char- 
ter. 

He knew the melancholy details 
by heart and quoted figures with- 
out any reference to records. 
Lodge assets have shrunk from 
more than $130,000 in 1929 to 
about $8000 the Grand Keeper 
stated. 

“In 1929,” Ancell said, “we were 
holding $75,000 in drainage bonds 
of various municipalities in South 
Carolina, Arkansas, Missouri and 
Texas. They all hit bottom. When 
the issues were eventually liqui- 
dated, we received about 18 cents 
on each dollar of our investment. 

“We held a $50,000 mortgage on 
one of the best farms in Kansas. It 
was owned by a man known as 
‘the Negro potato king.’ His pota- 
toes won prizes all over the coun- 
try. There were 330 acres and a 
22-room brick house that cost 
$22,000 to build. When the de- 
pression came, the owner could 
not pay the interest and we were 


forced to foreclose. After long 
delay and litigation we received 
about $20,000. 

“We had $17,000 in first mort- 
gages on St. Louis Negro property. 
The HOLC took over the mort- 
gages and gave us their bonds on 
which the interest was not at that 
time guaranteed. We disposed of 
the bonds at a loss of 30 cents on 
the dollar, 

“Numbers of our other bonds and 
mortgages turned out to be a total 
oss. The value of our Grand 
Lodge building at 3137 Pine street 
depreciated from $23,000 to $7500. 
Our membership shrank from 
7000 to less than 500. 


“Does that,” asked the Grand 
Keeper, pausing, “tell the story?” 

A meeting of members has been 
called for Friday at 8 p. m. at the 
lodge to decide whether or not the 
organization shall continue on a 
purely social basis. Handbills an- 
nouncing the meeting urge mem- 
bers to attend and promise them 
“music and the best speakers.” 

The winding up of the insurance 
part of the organization, Ancell 
said, was begun voluntarily by the 
lodge. “I want you to understand 
that we ourselves turned over our 
assets to the Insurance Depart- 
ment and that we are going to 
co-operate with the department in 
every way.” 

His explanation finished, Ancell 
added only, “This has been a great 
disappointment to me. I’ve spent 
my life in lodge business.”

In addition to implying that the 
invaders got none of this produce, 
the radio said collective and state 
farms of the U. S. S. R. had grown 
more than 131,000,000 tons of grain 
this year.

SAO PAULO, Brazil, Aug. 19 
(AP).—Two American passengers

Attacks Factories and Rail 
Lines—British and Nazi 
Fighters Clash in Day 
Foray Over France. 


LONDON, Aug. 19 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force planes were reported to 
have shot down eight German 
fighters over Northern France to- 


day in a daylight followup to pow- 
erful attacks last night on the 
German cities of Cologne and Duis- 
burg. 

Six British fighter planes en- 
gaged in’ a large-scale sweep 
against Nazi objectives in France 
are missing, but the pilots of two 
are safe, authorities said. 

Another large force of bombers 
and fighters sped over the Strait 
of Dover for an attack on France 
this evening. 

Large fires were reported to 
have been started at both Cologne 
and Duisburg. The British ac- 
knowleged the loss of eight planes 
in the assaults on Germany. 

Flames flared along the French 
coast from Dunkerque to Boulogne 
before dawn today after R. A. F.

Official Views. 


There are already some indica- 
tions that neither the British nor 
the Americans share this view 
completely. Every official an- 
nouncement made since the Atlan- 
tic conference has indicated a 
conviction on the part of both 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
and President Roosevelt that the 
Russians are bound to hold out. 

This view, in turn, has com- 
municated itself to the British and 
American peoples. The President’s 
announcement that the Atlantic 
conference has brought the Unit- 
ed States no closer to war has also 
carried the implication that, in the 
President’s opinion, and perhaps 
in the opinion of Churchill as well, 
American participation in the war 
is not an immediate necessity.

Churchill on Trip 
Got First View 
Of Convoy at Sea 


Battleship Altered 
Course, Took Him 
Through Lines of 
Vessels. 


By a Special Correspondent of 
Reuters. 


WITH THE ROYAL NAVY 
ABOARD A BRITISH DESTROY- 
ER, Aug. 19. 


HE British battleship Prince 
7 of Wales bearing Prime Min- 

ister Churchill has reached a 
home port to end the war leader’s 
remarkable round-trip journey 
across the Atlantic to meet Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Escorted by destroyers of the 
Royal Navy and the Royal Cana- 
dian Navy, the battleship broke its 
homeward voyage to allow Mr. 
Churchill to pay a day’s visit to 
Iceland where he took the salute 
at a march-past of British and 
American troops stationed there. 


He made a short speech to the 
soldiers. 


I was on board one of the Brit- 
ish destroyers which formed the 
escort on the homeward trip, but 
never once did we sight any hos- 
tile craft in the air, on the sea, 
or beneath the sea. 

It was a glorious afternoon as 
we sailed out of the naval base to 
keep our rendezvous with the 
Prince of Wales somewhere in the 
North Atlantic and at that time no 
one except the captain of the ship 
knew the importance of the task 
which lay ahead of us. 


Battleship Sighted. 


Early one morning some days 
after leaving the naval base we 
sighted a smudge on the horizon 
and as we approached we could 
see through our glasses the im- 
mense outline of a giant battle- 
ship flanked on both sides by 
Canadian destroyers. 


The great ship truly was a noble 
sight plunging through the Atlan- 
tic swell and throwing up great 
clouds of white spray as it dipped 
its bow into the waves. 

We approached from head on, 
and as we swooped in to take 
our position, there was a sudden 
flurry of destroyers all around the 
battleship.

UNITY: HOW TO GET IT. 

Right now is the time to clamp down on the Bill 
of Rights declared one of the speakers in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago's Sunday Round Table discussion of 
national unity. His colleagues whistled in shocked 
amazement. | dai ay | 

But, for all their surprise,.there are a good many 
people in the United States who want to abolish 
our constitutional guarantees-at least for the time 
being. These are the people who believe that you 
can really achieve unity by decree. : 

They are wrong, tragically wrong. It te regret- 
table that we are not today a thoroughly united na- 
tion. No doubt, much of the division would disappear 
if we were plunged into a shooting war. But to use 
that event or the present situation as the occa- 
sion for enforcing “unity” would be fraught with 
many dangers. 

We tried that during the last war and, as Prof. 
Zachariah Chafee of Harvard Law School points out, 
it did not work. Super-patriots, official and unoffi- 
cial, forced individuals to kiss flags, déprived heads 
of families of their livelihoods, broke up meetings, 
made arrests, passed out 20-year penitentiary sen- 
tences almost without trial. 

Thus, the irresponsible, the foolhardy fringe of 
the dissenters was locked up. The prudent who did 
not agree with every policy and every action only 
shut up. Thus we did get a superficial uniformity— 
but at what a price! 

We obtained a seeming acceptance, for instance, 
of Woodrow Wilson’s 14 points and the League. But 
these ideas were not hardened in the forge of criti- 
cism and discussion. When the coercive atmosphere 
lifted, the majority of the American people rejected 
the Wilsonian objectives. We won the war, but we 
lost the peace—the only thing that was worth fight- 
ing for. Our own temporary abnegation of true 
democracy actually became the seed-bed for Hitler’s 
anti-democracy. 

We should not again make the mistake of believ- 
ing that coercion is a substitute for conviction where 
national unity is concerned. It only drives dissent 
underground, there to nurse its grievances, real or 
imagined, against the day when it can lash back with 
a terrible fury. 

Secretary Stimson must have been aware of this 
when he made his persuasive address to the men of 
the army. He could have refused, had he s80 
desired. to make this appeal to reason. Instead, he 
could have ordered courts-martial for the least 
grumble. 

That’s the quick way. Proof and persuasion take 
time. But the results they bring are real because 
they are based on understanding and not on fear. 
They do not carry with them the threat of reaction. 

All this talk about our lack of unity, however, is 
tending to become overly alarmistic. Perhaps we 
make too much of the public opinion polls and the 
grousing of the draftees. Perhaps, as Prof. Avery 
Craven of:the University of Chicago says, they in- 
dicate more a lack of uniformity than of unity. - 

Americans certainly are united on the vital neces- 
sity for preserving the free way of American life. 
They differ for the most part about the way in which 
this can and should be done. That being the case, 
we need not give way to the despairing thought that 
it is impossible to crystallize a truly united spirit in 
this country. 

But if we want a unity in support of democracy, 
we had better turn our backs on the idea of clamp- 
ing down on the Bill of Rights. We had better listen 
to Prof. Chaffee’s plea for more free discussion 
rather than less. Because, as he says, “loyalty is 
a beautiful idea, but you cannot create it by force.”

WE WOULDN’T ASK MR. ICKES. 

A young woman of Palisades Park, N.'J., uses 
more than 300 gallons of gasoline every year in her 
business.

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THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS, TOO. 

When the State of Missouri’s inquiry into charges 
of shakedowns and corruption at the last legislative 
session gets under way, the investigators will Have 
still another fund to probe. 

It has now been disclosed by Roger Smith, Super- 
intendent of Schools in Cole County, that the State’s 
114 County Superintendents raised a total of $3000 
to help pass bills in the 1939 and 1941 sessions for 
the purpose of raising their salaries. Each County 
Superintendent put in about $25, according to Mr. 
Smith, who says he handled the distribution of the 
funds, most of it being used to “entertain” legisla- 
tors. a 

In extent, hia is one of the smallest of the pres- 
sure funds brought to light and yet it is one of the 
most offensive morally. Here we have the school 
leaders of each county—who not only should be but 
necessarily are examples in their community—going 
into their pockets to create a slush fund so money- 
hungry legislators will raise their salaries. Gov. 
Donnell cannot name a two-fisted special attorney 
and get this investigation under way a minute too 
soon. 
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IS THIS PUNISHMENT? 

The Negro troops from Camp Custer, Mich., who 
were harassed by whites near Gurdon, Ark., have 
been set to work on an inaccessible backwoods road. 
One of their white officers meanwhile stated that it 
was “a grievous tactical blunder” to bring them 
into the Southern war games. 

It is indeed a fine state of affairs if a battalion 
of American soldiers must be kept out of maneuvers 
because of racial prejudice. Further, if the present 
assignment of these troops is in the nature of pun- 
ishment. it is unfair. Discipline was violated by 
those who “deserted” in the face of threats. How- 
ever, during maneuvers, the army can afford to 
consider the cause.

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MR. DOYNE’S EXCELLENT PROPOSAL. 

The engineers who built the approaches to Mu- 
nicipal Bridge did not foresee the automobile and 
truck traffic of today.

Actions that follow peace statement will show the real importance 
of conference, magazine asserts; America is committed to stronger 
co-operation in war effort but Mr. Roosevelt retains his no-shoot- 
ing policy; question of our active participation up to the Axis.

HE real decisions reached by Franklin 
Roosevelt and Winston Churchill in war- 
ship conferences at sea are going to 


show up in action, not in statements. Those ' 


decisions only secondarily concern peace. 
Primarily they concern war and its suc- 
cessful prosecution, 

Back of the unprecedented meeting of 
the American President and British Prime 
Minister. in part, were some irritations, 
Back of that meeting, in further part, were 
some joint problems that could be dealt 
with only by the heads of the two principal 
world Empires. Then, too, President Roose- 
velt always had wanted to hold a historic 
conference at sea. 

The story of what happened, as pteced 
together from remarks and actions of those 
who had a part in it, is the one that fol- 
lows. 

The British obviously want the United 
State engaged by their side‘in a shooting 
war. They are not much impressed to date 
by this country’s short-of-war aid. A non- 
shooting patrol in the Atlantic is not so 
effective as a shooting patrol. Lease-lend 
aid that trickles in isn’t the same as an 
American air force, army and navy to draw 
upon. The result is some irritation. Yet 
President Roosevelt is not giving up his 
idea that this war may yet be won without 
active American shooting. 

Then the British were irritated by Roose- 
velt insistence upon sending supplies 
through the British blockade to French 
Gen. Weygand in Africa. Mr, Churchill 
rates Weygand as an enemy. 

The British also were bothered by slow- 
ness of the lease-lend aid. On his part, 
President Roosevelt was: disturbed by a 
British tendency to appease Japan. 

He was very much concerned by the fail- 
ure of the British to say what they were 
fighting for, so that a statement of peace 
aims could be used to counter in Congress 
the effect of the German statements of their 
own altruistic ideas about peace, 

* * * 

During the meeting there occurred a 
meeting of minds that will prove historic. 
No written agreements were entered into. 
There was no formal alliance, but there 
was an understanding, This understanding 
between Messrs. Roosévelt and Churchill 
is to mean much to the world. 

What it means to the United States.—Es- 
sentially, the understanding means that this 
country will assume more of the war burden 
without necessarily becoming involved as a 
shooting participant. . 

There will be an early end to attempts to 
appease the French in Africa. 

There will be a firm attitude toward 
Japan. There will be insistence on the right 
of American ships to sail the Pacific to 
Vladivostok, despite any threats from Japan. 

There will be joint action to occupy At- 
lantic islands if Germany moves toward Gi- 
braltar. ; 

There will be ‘a steady increase in the 
number of ships and of planes in the At- 
lantic patrol. 

There will be speeding up of lease-lend 
production. 

What it means for Britain.—The British

What it means to Japan.—The Japanese 
interpret the new understanding as a sign 
of trouble for them.

It involves tightening of control over ex- 
ports to Japan from Britain and the United 
States, It includes preparation for black- 
listing of Japanese firms if events require. 
It calls for cutting off Latin American sup- 
plies through their large-scale purchase by 
the United States. It poses for Japan the 
issue of permitting or resisting shipment of 
supplies to Russia through Vladivostok, 

It is to force the Japanese to show their 
hand—to come into the open as full-fledged 
allies of Hitler or to go easy on further ag- 
gressions. Biggest immediate threat of a 
shooting war for the United States is found 
in this particular situation, 

* + . 


What it means to France.—In brief, the 
British and Americans are to insist that 
the French, like the Japanese, must show 
their hand. There is agreement that Gen. 
Weygand should either show an interest 
in resisting German penetration into French 
North Africa and Dakar or should expect 
to be treated as an enemy. 

There is agreement on a division of activ- 
ity if it becomes necessary for the British 
and Americans to occupy French posses- 
sions that can be points for penetration into 
this hemisphere. France faces the choice 
of refusing to allow Germany to use its 
fleet and its Mediterranean bases or of fee}- 
ing full effect of British and United States 
opposition. 

What is means to Hitler—The new under- 
standing confronts Hitler with the knowl- 
edge that American aid to Britain willbe 


increased greatly. That understanding takes | 


from him any benefit that might come from 


a peace offensive based upon a “New Order” | 


in Europe. 

It hampers his efforts to sell American 
Congressmen on the idea that his peace 
ideas are about like those of Britain and the 
United States. Now the initiative in pro- 
moting peace is in the hands of this coun- 
try and Great Britain. . 

The British-American understanding lays 
the foundation for trouble among conquered 
people in Europe who, with British victory, 
are promised a chance to choose their own 
rulers and to have access to markets. 
Most of all, this understanding means that 
the British and Americans are not to give 
up their world outposts without a fight. 

What it means to Russia—Stalin is 
promised war supplies. In order to deter- 
mine what his needs are and how those 
needs may be fitted into the supply pro- 
gram of America and Britain, he is asked 
to hold a meeting in Moscow, at which 
American and British representatives will 
be present to work out the details of aid. 

Here, in brief, is an outline of the real 
program that Mr, Roosevelt and Mr. 
Churchill agreed upon, so far as that pro- 
gram can be determined.

They took one look at the script 
of “The Red Mill” at Municipal 
Opera and said, “Oh, what the 


_|heck! “You can’t do anything with 


this. For once, what do you say 
we just have some fun for our- 
selves? What do you say, hunh?” 

Last night’s opening  perfor- 
mance of the Victor Herbert op- 
eretta was as beautifully rampant 
as if it were the season’s finale or 
as if there had been specific in- 
structions to “cut loose.” Gil 
Lamb stepped out of character not 
once but several times to talk to 
the audience, Jack Donohue had 
as big a time as if he had entered 
the cast only at the dinner hour, 
and when Ruth Urban, usually as 
dependable as one’s Sunday school 
teacher, muffed a line, she, Lamb, 
Donohue and Maryon Dale got so 
balled up, they went back and did 
the whole scene over. 

For once in Municipal Opera his- 
tory it seemed as if the suppressed 
desires of the staff and company 
were about to explode in one grand 
Fourth of July display and that 
weekly reverence to Harry B. 
Smith, Otto Harbach and William 
Anthony McGuire was about to 
give away to reckless revolution, 
gleeful sabotage and wholesale 
pillage. 

But “The Red Mill” finished well 
under the wire as a composed en- 
tertainment and the 9000 or so 
persons present indicated they en- 
joyed it. Whatever the age of the 
script—even the idea of Holland 
is dated these days—the show has 
a special bounty of vaudeville and 
dancing to go with its clowning 
glory. 
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Lamb, back after five years and 
said to be the season’s highest- 
priced entertainer, could stop any 
show ever produced in the Munici- 
pal Theater with his antics, so 
when he deliberately calls a halt, 
he may be pardoned. To those 
wonderful contortions, and imita- 
tions of all the fauna cartooned 
by Dr. Seuss, he has added rhumba 
and has developed his harmonica 
demonstration to the point where 
it is muscling in on Walt Disney’s 
field.

JAPANESE BAR U.S. 
GANGSTER MOVIES, 


8 Distributors to Be Allowed 
to Release Only About 5 
Films a Month. 


TOKYO, Aug. 19 (AP). — The 


Japanese Government announced 
today that three types of American 
movies—gang thrillers, torrid ro- 
mances and those depicting “waste- 
ful extravagances” — would be 
barred after Sept. 1. 

The eight United States distrib- 
uters in Japan will be allowed to 
release an average of only five 
pictures monthly. They have been 
unable to remit to their American 
offices some 3,000,000 yen (about 
$700,000) of accumulated profits be- 
cause of exchange controls, 

Distributers announced cancella- 
tion of plans for showing “Abe 
Lincoln in IHinois,” which is now 
at the Yokohama customs await- 
ing release. 

The Japanese Government is pre- 
paring to take over control of do- 
mestic film companies and offi- 
cials propose to supervise prodfic- 
tion with the accent on cultural 
and instructive themes in keeping 
with wartime conditions.

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TORRID ROMANCES 


TRACES OF 1904 FAR 
HERE NEARLY GONE 


Few Buildings and Relics of 
~“ $50,000,000 Exposition 
Remain, 


A few buildings, a few relics, 
and the memories of the older gen- 
eration are all that remain of a 
$50,000,000 spectacle which brought 
the world to St. Louis 37 years 
ago to celebrate the 100th anni- 
versary of the Louisiana Put- 
chase. 

Golfers on the fourth hole of 
the municipal 18-hole course now 
play along what was once Cascade 
Hill, where streams of water 
poured from three pavilions down 
glass stairways over 10,000 colored 
electric lights into the Grand 
Basin below, in the 1904 exposi- 
tion. On the summit, above Festi- 
val Hall and the colonnade of 
states, stood the Palace of Fine 
Arts, now City Art Museum, con- 
structed in classic style of lime- 
stone to serve as a permanent 
museum - after temporary fair 
structures had been torn down. 

Before the building, on Art Hill, 
is the statue of St. Louis, patron 
of the city, sculptured in bronze 
by Charles H. Niehaus and pre- 
sented to the community by the 
exposition directors in 1906. The 
sword which the crusader holds in 
his hand is now green with age, 
the coat of mail about his shoul- 
ders is corroded, and the long coat 
flung out behind is black with the 
smoke of 35 winters. 

Nucleus of Washington U. 

Back on the ridge which bound- 
ed the fair to the west stood a 
cluster of buildings which was to 
become the nucleus of the present- 
day Washington University. Chief 
among them stood the towered 
fair administration building—now 
University Hall. Another struc- 
ture in this group was the British 
Pavilion in the fair, at Skinker 
boulevard and Wydown avenue, 
subsequently the St. Louis School 
of Fine Arts. A modern building 
has replaced it. 

East of the university group 
was the Pike, Western Lindell 
boulevard of today, where “Mys- 
terious Asia” piped its shrill tunes 
and John McCormack sang nightly 
in the Irish Village. 

In architecture and construction, 
the St. Louis Fair followed the 
traditions of Chicago’s World’s 
Columbian Exposition of 1893. The 
St. Louis Fair was the larger and 
costlier of the two; but its Fes- 
tival Hall, which hid the art build- 
ing in the central picture, was 
reminiscent of Chicago’s Admin- 
istration building, and the original 
Ferris Wheel, which had revolved 
above Chicago’s Midway Plaisance, 
was equally conspicuous near the 
St. Louis Pike. Like Chicago, 
too, St. Louiz postponed its exposi- 
tion one year from the actual an- 
niversary date; the discovery of 
America in 1492 was celebrated in 
1893, and the Louisiana Purchase 
of 1803 was commemorated in 1904. 

Missouri’s million-dollar State 
building was constructed on the 
brow of what was then called Gov- 
ernment Hill. Now a juke box 
and other concessions entertain vis- 
itors to the subsequent brown- 
stucco pavilion to enjoy the cas- 
cade and brilliantly-lighted foun- 
tain below. A _ stained bronze 
plaque on the northwest tower of 
the pavilion calls the attention of 
the curious to the historical sig- 
nificance of the site.

Of 
rugged construction, long and nar- 
row, it stands out, dull brown 
against the green of the grass 
around it. 

Jefferson Memorial, which stands 
on the site of the main entrance to 
the fair, was not built until 1913, 
when the exposition directors do- 
nated funds to the city to construct 
a combination museum, library and 
memorial.

PHILIPPINES WITH U. 
TO END, QUEZON SAYS 


| Wallace Replies in Two-Way 


Broadcast Marking For- 
mer’s Birthday. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
President Manuel Quezon of the 
Philippines asserted today that his 
island people are “with the United 
States in life and death,” and this 
country’s Vice-President, Henry A. 
Wallace, responded that the main- 
land and the islands were joined 
together by “the same ideals, the 
same aspirations.” 

The two officials participated in 


a two-way radio broadcast com- 
memorating Quezon’s sixty-third 
birthday anniversary. Quezon 
spoke from Manila. Wallace deliv- 
ered his address from Washington, 
employing both Spanish and Eng- 
lish, 

Felicitating Quezon, Wallace. 
said “the 63 years of your event- 
ful life have been marked by the 
rise of the Filipinos as a nation 
from a condition of utter. servi- 
tude and that rise has been in 
great part due to your efforts.” 
‘Reminding the Filipinos that 
until July 4, 1946, they “owe the 
same allegiance to the Stars and 
Stripes that we do here,” Wallace 
added, “the enthusiastic response 
of the great mass of Filipinos to 
President Roosevelt’s order feder- 
alizing the Philippine army has 
to President Rosevelt’s order fed- 
eralizing the Philippine army has 
been a source of profound grati- 
fication to us in Washington. It 
is proof that the Philippine com- 
monwealth stands with us shoulder 
to shoulder in world-wide defense 
of democracy.” 

“The urgent necessity of winning 
the battle of the Atlantic before 
anything else,” Wallace added, 
“means that your needs must in 
many cases take second place. Your 
crops cannot be marketed unless 
ships are available to carry them 
to market. This is hard news to 
your 16,000,000 Filipinos. But keep 
this in mind also. The moment 
we have ships to spare, the Philip- 
pines will receive full considera- 
tion.”

William Green Asserts 
Workers Must Have Part 
in Writing ‘New World 
Magna Charta.’ 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 19 (AP). 
—wWilliam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, de- 
manded today that when “another 
Magna Charta is written” in post- 
war conferences that the labor of 
the world be represented at the 
council table. 

He offered this “ninth point” to 
be added to the eight principles 
envolved at the high seas confer- 
ence of President Roosevelt and 
Frime Minister Churchill: 

“When this tyrant running loose 
in Europe—(by name Hitler)—is 
finally defeated—and he will be— 
the representative of govern- 
ments sit at the conference table 
to preserve for all time the rights 
« all nations and their peoples; 
when this new Magna Charta 
is written, we want labor repre- 
sentatives sitting at the table.” 

“America and Great Britain are 
the last refuges of organized la- 
bor,” Green told delegates to the 
New York State Federation of 
Labor’s convention. He said or- 
ganized labor was determined to 
restore its rights in Germany and 
Italy. 

Asserting the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is “unreservedly, 
uncompromisingly and inflexibly” 
in suppcrt of the Government’. de- 
fense program, Green cited War 
department figures to show that 
up to the end of July only .07 of 
1 per cent of man hours had been 
lost to defense industry through 
strikes, 

“Yet the general impression 
seems to be,” he said, “that the 
Government was being complete- 
ly blocked by strikes.”

zon. It was an incredible sight. 
As far as the eye could see there 
were ships, tankers, freighters, 
supply ships, big ships, little ships, 
ships of every conceivable size and 
sort. 

They were ranged in lines—in 
all, more than eight miles of ships. 
Around them scurried their escort 
of corvettes and former American 
destroyers keeping stragglers in 
line and always ready for the pos- 
sible approach of danger. 

We steamed straight toward 
them and then passed right through 
the middle of the convoy. Each 
of the Prince of Wales escorts 
chose its opening amongst the 
ships and as we dashed through 
the lines of merchantmen we could 
see that they realized who was 
paying them this novel visit. 

We saw men running to hoist 
the “V” signals in flags while oth- 
ers stood on deck cheering and 
waving. 

The Prince of Wales was a proud 
sight. ‘It had cocked up all its 
great 14-inch guns to their highest 
levels and if Mr. Churchill was 
thrilled it was nothing to the ex- 
citement that it caused amongst 
the vessels of the convoy. 

We steumed on to perhaps two 
miles ahead of the convoy and then 
the Prince of Wales and its escort 
turned around and once more we 


| 


ing ships. If there had been en- 
thusiasm before, it was nothing to 
what greeted us the second time. 


Flags and Cheers. 


Every merchantman had had 
time to hoist flags and the crews 
lined the rails waving caps and 
shouting. 

We wished them Godspeed and 
then resumed our original course, 
which was to bring us to Iceland. 
Here we made a day’s stay and in 
the evening sailed again for Eng- 
land. 

Earlier in the day in which we 
met the convoy the Prince of 
Wales carried out a practice shoot 
with its anti-aircraft guns, watched 
by the Prime Minister and his 
party.

It seemed unbelievable that 
one ship could put up so devastat- 
ing a barrage. 

The journey from Iceland to Brit- 
ain was quite uneventful. With its 
escorts as a screen, the Prince of 
Wales reached home‘ safely after 
the most remarkable trans-Atlan- 
tic voyage of the war.

DIES IN COLORADO 


Son of the Late Multi-Million- 
aire Chemical Manufacturer 
—Wed 4 Times. 


John T. Milliken Jr., son of the 
late multi-millionaire chemical 
manufacturer of St.Louis and heir 
to a portion of his fortune, died 


Sunday night of a heart attack at 
his summer home at Colorado 
Springs, Colo. He was 43 years 
old. 

With him when he died was his 
mother, Mrs. May P. Milliken of 
the Forest Park Hotel, and his 
fourth wife, the former Miss Kath- 
erine Robinson of Cowan, Tenn., 
whom he married three years ago. 
His previous marriages ended in 
divorce. 

Milliken, who had a winter hofhe 
at Hollywood, Fia., visiting St. 
Louis only occasionally in the last 
eight years, was a motorboat en- 
thusiast, participating in national 
races and experimenting with a 
new hydroplane-type craft. He had 
been in failing health for about a 
year. 

Bequeathed Life Income. 

Under the terms of the will of 
his father, who died in 1919, he re- 
ceived a life income consisting of 
the income from two-ninths of a 
gross estate of nearly $10,000,000 
which was reduced, after payments 
of debts and taxes, to $3,000,000. 
His mother received one-third of 
the income and his two sisters 
each received two-ninths.

$275,000,000 FLOOD CONTROL 
BILL SIGNED BY ROOSEVELT 


President Announces That Al] Not 
Necessary to Defense Will 
Be Held Up. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt signed today 
|a bijl authorizing a $275,000,000 
flood contro] program and made it 
clear that all projects would be 
held up which are not important 
to national defense. The measure 
merely authorizes construction of 
scores of projects without appro- 

priating funds for them. 

“In approving this bill," Roose- 
velt said in a statement, “I wish 
to make it clear that during the 
present emergency I do not intend 
to submit estimates of appropria- 
tion or approve allocations of funds 
for any project which does not 
have important value in the na- 
tional defense.”

Dangerous River.

guarding earnestly needs more 
planes, which we hope America 
will be able to send to Free France 
as soon as possible.”

Past Bungling. 


Those who have watched rela- 
tions ‘among the Soviet Union, 
Britain and the United States dur- 
ing the past generation view the 
coming Moscow conference with 
mixed feelings of hope and trepi- 
dation. Relations between the So- 
viet Union and the Western Powers 
have been handicapped by what 
the Russians have regarded as 
rank amateurism on the demo- 
cratic side, They have always re- 
called with undisguised cynicism 
the manner in which the United 
States undertook recognition of the 
Soviet Union in 1933. Those nego- 
|tiations were conducted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and William C. 
Bullitt (subsequently America’s 
first Ambassador to newly recog- 
nized Moscow), on behalf of the 
United States, and by then Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinov on be- 
half of the Soviet Union. 

Roosevelt had never been in the 
Soviet Union and Bullitt had been 
there only for a brief and hurried 
visit more than 20 years- before, 
American experts with the neces- 
sary knowledge were excluded 
from the negotiations. 

The result was that the negotia- 
tors spent two days examining 
such matters as religious freedom 
and the activities of the Comin- 
tern, then hurriedly came. to a 
verbal agreement on the settle- 
ment of trade and financial ques- 
tions which was never put into 
effect. The State Department does 
not know to this day just what 
undertakings the American nego- 
tiators gave Litvinov or what un- 
dertakings he gave them. 


Nazis Successful. 


British attempts to conclude an 
alliance with the Soviet Union in 
1939 were marked by the same lack 
of success from the Allied view- 
point and for much the same rea- 
sons. The British and French did 
not know what they were prepared 
to do to obtain Soviet assistance 
and by that time they had decided 
that the Soviet Union had con- 
cluded a treaty with Germany, 
which had a very definite idea of 
what it wanted and how to get it. 
German Commercial Counselor 
Hillger, who played a leading part 
in the Nazi negotiations with the 
Soviet, had lived almost his entire 
life in Russia. ;

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RED TAPE.

NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 18. 
| F the red tape Washington tied people up in was visible, the 


young naval lieutenant I talked with today would look 
like a ten dollar Christmas present. The Bureaucrats under 
the capitol dome must have taken a day off and gone on a picnic 
together to think up various means 
to frustrate this lieutenant’s ef- 
fort to serve his country in the 
way he is best fitted. He wants 
to be transferred from a ship to 
naval aviation. He feels that he 
might be of more use in the air 
than on the ocean, since he has 
been flying his own plane for eight 
years, or ever since he was 16 
years old. He is better than a 
country hand with a plane, too. He 

F holds a transport license, and you 
<n 2 fae don’t get one of those simply by 
TEN learning how to circle over your 

wing and waving a handkerchief. The lieutenant thought it 


would be a very simple procedure to get switched to aviation. ~ 


After all, he had seen posters and read publicity urging young 
men to join up and learn to fly. If the Government needed 
raw recruits, he figured, it really would appreciate a fellow 
who had had hundreds of hours in the air.

SO HE DROPPED a line to the Bureau of Navigation, 
which handles navy personnel, and told of his desire and his 
qualifications. He explained that he thought he would be 
more useful as a flier, that he was a graduate of Yale, that he 
had four years of Naval R. O. T. C., and was well versed in 
navigation and radio and all those things. Apparently the boys 
in Washington haven’t changed their formula involving transfers 
since the first, nice red-taped one was drawn up in Commodore 
Perry's time. I saw the lieutenant’s first answer and it read 
something like this: “Yours of the upty-umph received. It is 
regretted that there are no mechanics whereby officers of the 
Naval Reserve Force can take aviation training. In order to 
accomplish your request it will be necessary for you to resign 
your commission and enlist as an Apprentice Seaman. If found 
qualified, you will be appointed as an Aviation Cadet and—”

THIS PUZZLED the lieutenant. He couldn’t figure out 
why the Gavernment should want to spend time and money 
to teach him things he already knew. Neither could he figure 
out why Washington, with a complete file on him, should treat 
him as if he were some unknown, unqualified volunteer, just 
arriving at a recruiting base. Didn’t an emergency exist, and 
didn’t the navy need fliers? But the lieutenant wasn’t down- 
hearted. Bewildered, yes, but still there was the chance that 
there had been a mistake. So he wrote again. This time the 
Bureaucrats were a bit quicker in answering. Didn’t take more 
than two weeks to get a letter back. This time the correspon- 
dence was very helpful. It said, in effect, that if he still wanted 
to be an aviator that the first thing he would have to do, after 
resigning his commission, would be to see a doctor and pass a 
physical examination. Apparently the fact that he already was 
an officer, on active duty on the Atlantic, didn’t prove that he 
was sound. The Government very helpfully recommended a 
doctor in Norfolk for him to see. The doctor, incidentally, is one 
of the leading obstetricians in the city. The lieutenant was 
furnished a form for the doctor to fill out after the examina- 
tion. One of the questions the Government wanted the doctor 
to answer was whether or not he considered the lieutenant 
“Officer Material.”

THE LIEUTENANT had just received this second batch 
of correspondence when I talked to him and he was in a sort 
of a daze. I suspect that one of the reasons he showed me the 
letters were because he could scarcely believe his own eyes. As 
he threshed around in his own red tape bindings, as em- 
meshed in them as a flounder in a net, you could almost hear 


_* him mumbling: “I know how to fly but they want to teach 


me from the ground up. I am an officer but they want me to 
start all over as an Apprentice Seaman. I am an officer now 
but they want a doctor to pass on me to see if I am potential 
‘Officer Material. They ask me ten thousand questions about 
my early life and education, and they have a file on me right 
_ in the building they are writing from. They need fliers but they 
don’t want a volunteer who can fly.” There is something com- 
forting in the lieutenant’s plight, though. The national emergen-

Carl, extension nutritionist of the 
University of Missouri, and at 
present in charge of the three-day 


nutrition conference which began. 


here yesterday. “Our purpose is 
to make as many rural families 
as possible self-sufficient as far 
as food is concerned. We hope to 
...roll 75 per cent of the farm 
families of the state in this pro- 
gram. When they enroll, they 
agree that they will strive to have 
at least tw» cows, to furnish an 
adequate supply of milk, a garden 
with at least 20. different vegeta- 
bles, meat animals to furnish 100 
pounds of lean meat per person, 
five hens per person to furnish 
eggs and poultry, and six differ- 
ent kinds of fruit. 

“Up to this year, rural families 
have raised about 50 per cent of 
their own food. This year they are 
t ying to increase it to 75 per 
cent. Besides adding to produc- 
tion, that will bring their food 
costs down; where a famil) would 
ordinarily spend $10 or $15 « week, 
they will spend two dollars. 

“Our program was started the 
last week of July, so of course, 
enrollment is just getting under 
way. County agents and demon- 
stration agents will be responsible 
for getting groups enrolled, and 
we plan to have one man and one 
woman in each neighborhood to 
take charge of each major part of 
the diet. Specialists from the uni- 
versity will provide information 
for these agents. 

“The purpose of the ‘Food for 
Home and Defense’ program is for 
each family to produce, not only 
enough for itself, but a surplus. 
Naturally those families that en- 
roll will be the most interested 
ones in the community, so they 
will have to undertake the respon- 
sibility of making families other 
than their own self-sufficient, too.” 

As a result of the natural advan- 
tages of Missouri, general nutrition 
in the State ranges from average 
to above-average, and is consider- 
ably higher than nutrition in the 
extreme South and in most of the 
West. 

“We are fortunate in being able 
to produce foods that contribute 
to nutrition,” Miss Carl said. “We 
can produce everything we need, 
both in quality and variety. All 
we actually have to buy,” she 
laughed, “is salt and cod liver oil.” 

“So much is said about how 
much malnutrition there is in the 
United States,” she went on, “that 
we sometimes lose sight of the 
fact that we are the best-fed na- 
tion in the world. Surveys have 
shown that farm families have the 
best diet, city people come next, 
with small town people having the

poorest diet. Yet, at that, only 
three out of five farm families 
have the most desirable diet. 
Usually they need more leafy 
green and yellow vegetables, more 
whole grains and more milk and 
eggs.” x *« * 

XTENTION nutritionist at the 

E State university for the past 

11 years, Miss Carl knows her 
rural Missouri, and its problems. 
She was raised in Mount Vernon, 
ldo., which .is near Springfield, 
and attended Springfield Teach- 
ers’ College before taking fur- 
ther work at Manhattan, Kan., 
and Columbia University in New 
York. 

About three-fourths of her time 
is spent visiting and supervising 
nutrition work in homes through- 
out the State. Rural groups of 
the agricultural extension service 
include 2200 home economics wom- 
en’s clubs, which average about 
20 members apiece. 

Extension work really began to 
make its big contribution to rural 
regions during the last World 
War, but nutritionists have found 
that problems of food and _ nutri- 
tion differ considerably this time. 

“During the last war, they did 


- a lot of food preservation, mak- 


ing breads and other foods to 
save sugar and fats,” Miss Carl 
said. “This time we have a dif- 
ferent type of problem. At that 
time there was not sufficient food, 
but this time it is a question of 
distribution. There is an ample 
armiount of food, but it’s a ques- 


tion of getting the right kind of 
food and that is largely a mat- 
ter of education. ‘Like’ and ‘dis- 
like’ are so much stronger words 
than ‘ought.’ However, we have 
an added patriotic appeal now, 
since nutrition is so important, 
both for physical stamina and 
morale. And we've found that most 
rural people are really interested 
in ‘doing their part’ in this way 
for defense.” 

While the program of “Food for 
Home Defense” is concerned chief- 
ly with those rural regions that 
produce food, nutritionists have 
not lost sight of city dwellers un- 
able to raise their own food. 

“People in cities can at least 
buy well,” Miss Carl pointed out, 
“and they can use the foods they 
buy to the best advantage. They 
can cook so that the maximum 
nutritive value is retained, and 
with a minimim of waste. And 
they can preserve and can foods, 
too, something that rural women 
are doing more than ever this 
year. 


“Besides the community gardens 
in cities, people living in the coun- 
ty can have their small gardens. 
Anyone with a tract of land can 
manage to raise some of his own 
food, at least fruits and vegeta- 
bles. Of course, there’s not much 
that they can do about producing 
their own meat and poultry and 
milk,” she laughed, “and we’re not 
advising them to do as Dagwood 
did, and bring a cow into their 
homes.” 


Fillet of Sole 


OW that there is such wide 
N aistribution of frozen fish, 

which is ready for use end of 
excellent quality, folks who like 
fish can serve it any day of the 
week. There’s one vital point to re- 
member: be sure the fish is fully 
thawed before cooking it. If a 
core of ice is left in the center, 
it means that the fish will get too 
brown on the outside before the 
inside is done, instead of cooking 
evenly all through. Another pre- 
caution: cut the serving pieces so 
each is of uniform thickness, and 
put the thicker pieces on first, al- 
lowing them a slightly longer cook- 
ing time. And don’t overcook, if 
you want tender, juicy fish. 


Fillet of Sole. 


One pound sole, about one cup 
bread crumbs, two eggs, beaten; 
one teaspoon salt, few grains pep- 
per. 

If frozen fish are purchased, al- 
low them to completely thaw out 
before cooking. Dip fish fillets in 
crumbs, seasoned beaten egg and 
again in crumbs. Fry in deep fat 
heated to 375 degrees for about 
two minutes. Drain and serve hot 
with Creole sauce. Four servings.

Three tablespoons butter or ba- 
con drippings, one-half cup finely 
diced celery, one-third cup chopped 
onion, one-fourth cup chopped 
green pepper, one and one-half 
cups fresh or canned tomatoes, 
one-half teaspoon salt, few grains 
pepper, pinch marjoram or one- 
fourth bay leaf, one tablespoon 
flour, two tablespoons cold water. 

Melt butter in a sauce pan or 
skillet. Add washed, diced celery, 
onion and green pepper; cover 
tightly and simmer for three to 
five minutes. Add tomatoes and 
seasonings and simmer for an- 
other five minutes. Blend flour 
and water together to make a 
smooth paste; add the paste to the 
hot vegetables and heat with con- 
stant stirring for about two min- 
utes. Serve hot on fillet of sole.

Treatment of 
Canker Sores 


In the Mouth

Pine’ sn write something about 


the cause and treatment 
canker sores in the mouth. 


This is one.of the subjects upon 
which medical science is pretty 
silent, which indicates that appar- 


ently the doctors do not think can- - 


ker sores are of sufficient impor- 
tance to engage their attention, or 
much more likely, they are silent 
because they do not know any- 
thing about the subject. 

Canker sores hurt out of all pro- 
portion to their size, which makes 
one believe they are simply fever 
blisters on the inside of the mouth, 
or on the surface of the tongue, 
because fever blisters are due, not 
to a local damage to the skin or 
mucous membrane, but are caused 
by a disturbance of the nervous 
ganglia. 

The ,treatment which has been 
recommended by a dentist in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., who has given me 
the benefit of his experience by 
correspondence, is as follows: “The 
use of dicalcium phosphate and 
purified bone phosphate, equal 
parts. These are put up in lqgenges 
of 15 grains each, and four are 
given daily, half that amount to 
children. With the use of these, 
soreness will disappear very rap- 


‘idly and healing will begin within 


24 hours.” 

The theory upon which it is 
based is that the sores are asso- 
ciated with periods of phosphate 
loss in the body.

High Cost of Dressing a Movie Star 


it’s a mother or a husband) 

gets to know the mental and 
physical idiosyncrasies of a movie 
actress quite so well as the studio 
makeup man or the costume de- 
signer. 

An actress may fool her public, 
her boss in the front office, or 
even her director. But never can 
she dare hope to slip 
over on the patient gentlemen who 
daily toil to make her sometimes 
unphotogenic features and some- 
times unphotogenic figure present- 
able enough to hoodwink the pene- 
trating eye of the camera. 

We made conversation this week 
with one of the most important of 
these “in the know” fellows, a 
blond, blue-eyed young man named 
Milo Anderson, who for the past 


five yearshas been designing and | 


fitting every imaginable type of 
garment—fashionable and other- 
wise—to the bodies of such big 
time favorites as Bette Davis, 
Olivia de Havilland, Priscilla Lane, 
Ann Sheridan, Martha Scott, Jane 
Wyman—and Marlene Dietrich. 

Although it’s weeks now since 
he finished the job, it was of Mar- 
lene Dietrich and her slightly 
devastating wardrobe  require- 
ments for the movie, “Manpower,” 
Anderson wanted to speak, 
to the exclusion of all else. 


To Anderson’s notion—and per- 
perhaps he should know—Dietrich 
has more “clothes sense” than any 
actress he has ever worked with. 

“But that doesn’t mean she is 
easy to please or simple to work 
with or for,” Anderson hastily add- 
ed. “She ig one of the most de- 
termined women I ever met. She 
never gives up. She will stand for 
hours, almost for days, to fit a 
dress and then recall that she said 
she didn’t care for it in the first 
place and hasn’t changed her mind, 

“She is a great student of 
clothes, of costume and, more par- 
ticularly of Dietrich. She sits or 
stands before that full-length mir- 
ror on the set for many hours— 
She knows 
the faults and weaknesses of her 
own figure and features and she 
has learned what to do about them. 
It is useless to try to change her

IETRICH approved of his pre- 
D liminary sketches for “Man- 
power” without much change, 
Anderson recalls, but she did say 
she couldn’t tell about most of the 
clothes until she saw them on her- 
self. It was only after the clothes 
were finished that she began to 
make changes and suggestions, and 
that proved an expensive item. 
Just because she is playing 4 
woman who has little money to 
spend on her clothes is no sign 
she will wear cheap garments, An- 
derson says. Even though they are 
made to appear cheap and flashy, 
the cheapness and the flash are 
hand-made. She wears what ap- 
pears to be an inexpensive dress

T is an accepted principle that 
| doubies at duplicate bridge 

should be very “close.” If the 
two-trick safety margin principle 
that applies to rubber bridge is 
followed, the match-point score is 
sure to suffer. But the fact that 
one partner ig likely to double 
close and the other partner, with 
the same “one-trick set” idea in 
mind, is likely to leave in the 
double on little more than a hope, 
necessarily leads to a vicious cy- 

There must be some manner 

of safety in all doubles, and this 
can be obtained only if the part- 
ners treat doubles in a highly co- 
operative manner.

The bidding was typical of the 
battles for part score that must be 
waged at duplicate. North was 
under no illusion that South had 
a good hand after the latter had 
passed over East’s three diamond 
bid, on the next round had merely 
corrected the three heart bid into 
three spades, and finally had taken 
no action over East’s four diamond 
bid. Yet, North’s honor strength 
was impressive enough to justify 
the feeling that the opponents 
could not make 10 tricks, hence the 
double. 

Too many players, I fear, in 
South’s position would be irresisti- 
bly tempted to leave in the double 
simply on the potential strength of 
the singleton heart. This particular 
South took a different view of the 
matter. He, too, thought that the 
singleton heart might lead to ruffs 
which would defeat the four dia- 
mond contract, but he was not sure 
enough to leave in a double with a 
virtually worthless hand, Even if 
North had the heart ace, there was 
no assurance that he would open 
it and continue the suit in the face 


of South’s 3 spot. South could not 
hope to get on lead before his 
trumps were exhausted and, there- 
fore, would not be able to lead the 
heart in order to suggest a single- 


ton. 

Admittedly, against a different 
distribution in the’ opponents’ 
hands, South’s decision to take out 
North’s double might have been 
costly. It would be possible to set 
up hundreds of hands in which 
four diamonds could be defeated 
one trick, and four spades the 
same amount. But on this occasion, 
at least, South was right. Four dia- 
monds would have been cold, 
whereas four spades went down 
only 100 points, for an excellent 
match-point score.
